The log-roll In Congress. 


There is rtothmg new in what I resident Taft says about the log- 


roll system of making appropriations for internal improvements. 
Nearly a century ago one of the objections to the Federal govern- 
ment'making internal improvements was that the appropriations 
would be made on the log-rolling system—different sections and 
different interests combining to get what they wanted without spe- 
cial regard to the welfare or rights of the whole country. From 
time to time various public men h ive called attention to the evils 
of the sy,:em, and each time a puYiic building bill or a river and 
harbor bill carrving large appropriations has passed^ Congress there 
have been denunciations of the log-rolling process by which the 
b:ll was enacted. 
. . | 


Nevertheless, it i" difficult to st'c how log-rolling, is to be elimi-; 


nated. Congress holes the purse-strings of the nation and makes 
the apprr printing. 
Each district has some pet project it desires 


the government to finance and earn out. Congressmen are pledged 
to devote their best efforts to secur ng appropriations for these pro- 
jects. If they fail to get fie appropriations they are punished by 
their constituents. If they stand up.m high moral ground and refuse 
to enter into combination vith other groups of Congressmen, they 
are left out in the cold when the po-k-barrcl distribution takes place. 
They do not get appropriates to build postoffices or other public 
buildings in their chief cities. Rh cr and harbor improvements m 
their'districts are neglected. If they get what their constituents 
want them to get they mint agrer to give to other Congressmen 
what their constituents wa: t. 


Hence the log-roll. 
In Califor iia, for instance, each Congress- 


man had sonic special projc:t in hi- district to be taken care of. Mr. 
McLachlan had to get app-opriati.'ns for the improvement of San 
Pedro harbor and for extensions to the Los Angeles postofficc. .Mr. 
Smith wanted public buildi-tgs for several towns in his district and 
an appropriation for San Diego ha>'bor. Mr. Keedham had several 
public building projects to be looked after; also one or two embry- 
otic harbor improvement schemes. 
Mr. Englcbright wanted post- 


offices 'for two or three towns in 1 U district and a big sum to im- 
prove tni- harbor of Lureka. 
Mr McKinlay had the Sacramento 


river to c.irc lor,' and several town-, wanting public buildings. 


Mr. Knowland, in this district, had a variety of interests to con- 


serve 
One of hi.s missions was to get a liberal appropriation for 


the Marc Island Navy Yard. He nlso had to interest himself in t'.ie 
improvement of the Sacramento r vcr and the approaches to Val- 
Icjo. 
Berkeley and Alameda both want postoffice buildings and a 


large sum was demanded for the- mpro/emcnt of Oakland harbor. 
A majority of his constituents dwell in Oakland and Alameda and 
are vitally and directly interested in the improvement of Oakland 
harbor. 
Failure to secure the de-ircd appropriation would have 


brought upon him strong condemnation. He was remarkably suc- 
cessful at all points, and nw some of the people who are directly 
benefited by his work in Congress are Waning him for getting the 
appropriations in the only possible way they could be obtained. 
.Texas ha« sixteen members of Congress in the Lower House. They 
are all Democrats, but tlu y all v anted special appropriations for 
their respective districts. And they got them. 
Got them from a 


Republican Congress. 
Hc>vv did they get them? 
By the log-roll 


process. 


The same process gave appropriations to districts all over the 


country. Along the great lakes, on the coast of California, on Fuget 
Sound!' the Mississippi river and its tributaries, the Ohio river and 
along the entire Atlantic Coast. There was an agreement on these 
items before the bill was passed. This agreement was not partisan 
in any sense. 
It was a co-nbinati-m of men of all parties to obtain 


what'their constituents demanded. They joined together and log- 
'rolled. And how are you going to stop it? In every bill framed in 
this wa\ there will be items which should have been kept out, ex- 
penditures not justified b> the fai ts and the conditions. But sitch 
items arc usually small. 
Their percentage in the gross total is a 


mere bagatelle and their incorporation into a bill general in charac- 
ter, covering the whole country, is incidental and inevitable—that 
is, unless the whole system of making appropriations for public im- 
provements is radical'ly changed. 
Until Congress can be dcpm cd 


of its constitutional power to m ike appropriations and designate 
when, where and how the money shall be expended, log-rolling \\ill 
be a feature of all bills of a genei al and cumulative character.
